Cooking Process Kills Any 
Danger Possibility. 


Method Explained to Those 
at Convention. 


Drug Fiend is Discussed in 
Interesting Paper.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 14.— 
Process of preserving olives that 
was claimed to eliminate any pos- 
sibility of botulism poisoning, treat- 
ment of drug addicts and child 
hygiene were subjects discussed at 
sectional meetings of the American 
Public Health Association conver- 


tion today. 

Gotulism poisoning, af- 
fected preserved olive products in 
California recently and caused some 
fatalities throughout the country, 
has been eradicated through a proc- 
ese which calis for the subjecting of 
the food to a heating system for « 
period of forty minutes, was the 
announcement of Dr. George FE. 
Ebright, president of the California 
State Board of Health. All of olive 
shipmenta which had been sent out 
without such a test have been re- 
called as far as ble, he said. 

THE HOME PRODUCT. 

Botulism was caused by an insuf- 
ficiently cooked product, Dr. Ernest 
C. Dickson, ted professor of 
medicine, Stanford University, told 
the gathering. The home preserved 
product was chiefly responsible, he 
said, and of the fifty-nine cases of 
botulism detected in California, the 
greater number were in animals and 
fowla, 

The narcotic addict, unlike the 
drunkard, cannot stop, and should 
not be subjected to jail treatment. 
Sara Graham Mulhall, deputy com- 
missioner of the New York State 
Department of Narcotic Drug Con- 
wol said in a paper read to the 


meeting. 

“The sending of a dope fiend to 
al merely gives him criminal! 
ideas,” the paper said. “Also the 
dope dend corrupts others, and where 
doctors and nurses have been af- 
fected their cases are usually par- 
ticularly bad. 

She held that drug addiction was 
& prominent cause of race suicide 
and urged the hospitalization of all 
cases. One drug, heroin, she said, 
should be taxed out of existence. 

Business men should be generally 
educated to health conditions, Jules 
Schenitz, general secretary of the 
Oklahoma Health Association, told 
the meeting. 

A sectional meeting of the child 
hygiene forces of the convention 
was addressed by Dr. Anna E. Rude, 
director of the division of hygiene 
of the United States Children's Bu- 
reau, who said that branches of 
bureau had been established in 
thirty-four States. Dr. Adelaide 
Brown, a member of the California 
State Board of Health, outiined the 
board’s activities in child hygiene.

FRESH SALMON PRICES 
IN CALIFORNIA DROP. 


REDUCTION OF FIVE CENTS A 
POUND MADE; MARKET 
DEPRESSION CAUSE,

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 14.—The 
Price of fresh salmon in California 
decreased 5 cents today, to 20 cents 
a pound retail, it was announced by 
the State Fish Exchange. Lack of 
European demand to absorb all 
canned salmon and the State's sur- 
plus of fresh salmon, were given as 
reasons. 

The depression in the European 
salmon market is due to price fix- 
ing by the British Ministry of Food, 
Great Britain being the largest for- 
eign consumer of red Alaska sal- 
mon, according to Joseph Durney, 
president of the Griffith-Durney 
Company, packers. 

The ministry has set the price 
of salmon so low that British mer- 
chants cannot bring the food into 
the country and dispose of it at a 
profit, Mr. Durney said. Red Aleska 
salmon’ is rated very highly as 
— * by the British, Mr. Durney 


This year’s salmon catch was but 
60 per cent of last year’s catch, 
which was a season, accord- 
ing to Mr. Durney. The visible sup- 
ply of canned salmon today is 
2,500,000 pieces, less than was on 
hand one year ago, including this 
season's pack and what was car- 


The California catch of salmon 
has no appreciable effect on the 
market, Mr. Durney said. The an- 
nual salmon pack is between 8.000, 
000 and 10,000,090 pieces and 
Callfornia contributes but a few 
thousand of these. 

Salmon once packed can be car- 
ried on hand indefinitely without 
deterioration of its food value, Mr 
Durney said, hence despite the poor 
European market he foresaw no re- 
duction in the price of the product.

when information of the proposed 
asvauit from the sea was given out 
at San Diego by Capt. Harry Henry 
Mustin, commander of the air force 
of the Pacific Fleet. . 

According to Capt. Mustin the 
Plans included a stealthy atiack by 
battleships and destroyers, in which 
the fortresses guarding Los Angeles 
Harbor are to be “shattered to 
ruins” by a pro-longed bombardment 
of heavy guns. Orders have been 
lesued to the Naval Air Force au- 
thorities to meet the attack with a 
large armed force of seaplanes, tor- 
pedo planes and dirigibles. 

The night attack and repulse from 
the air of the invasion, Capt. Mustin 
announced, is part of the aircraft 
maneuvers preliminary to the inter- 
fleet ba‘tle operations which will be 
staged in the Panama Roads next 
January. It will be the object of 
the fleet air forces to find, bomb and 
destroy“ the attacking battleships 
and desirceyers. 

Three divisions of the F-5 L type 
seaplanes, a division of torpedo 
planes, the aircraft tender Arostook 
and two submarine chasers will ar- 
rive from San Diego on the 27th ina. 
On the night of the 30th. inst. they 
will be joined by two large dirigibies 
from North Island. The aircraft fleet 
will then head out to sea fo intercept 
and attack the five battleships and 
eighteen destroyers steaming in bat- 
tle formation from ertawaili. The 
fleet will use searchlights and anti- 
aircraft batteries against the air 


forces. 

Two Navy dirigibles are due here 
oday from North Island. They will 
carry Capt. Mustin and Capt. Tomb, 
the last commanding officer of 
naval air station, among their pas- 
sengers.

8 FAMINE AVERTED. 
During three tragic winters an acute 
coal shortage added to the misery brought 
by zero weather to eastern industrial dis- 
tricts. There was not a lack of coal at the 
mines, except for a short,time during last 
year's miners’ strike, but thre transportation 
systems were not able to give proper dis- 
tribution. That was during the period of 
government operation. The railroads were 
run by the government and a fuel admin- 
istrator directed the operation of the mines. 

This year the railroads are operated by 
their owners and there is no Federal fuel 
director to supervise the mintig operations. 
The government has stepped out and left 
the hapless owners to look after the mines 
and the roads; and word comes from Wash- 
ington that, “by reason of improved condi- 
tions in the coal industry and better trans- 
portation facilities,” the danger of a coal 
famine for the coming winter is extremely 
remote. 

No one guestions the sincerity of purpose 
of the Federal transportation director and 
Fuel Administrator.g They did the best they 
knew and were supported by the entire ma- 
chinery of the Federal government; yet, un- 
der their direction, the mines were not op- 
erated effectively and the railroads were 
perfiously near collapse. The politicians 
muddied whatever they touched and, al- 
though the employees were in sympathy 
with Federal operation and direction, they 
were not able to supply the brains necessary. 

Working under many handicaps, individ- 
val initiative and the efficlenry born of ex- 
perience and training have enabled the pri- 
vate owners to do what the United States 
government couldn't do; they have solved 
the problem of coal transportation and there 
is in sight a supply equal to the demands 
of home consumption and a fair excess for 
the foreign trade. It is not surprising that. 
in the face of this experience, the demand 
for public operation of private industries is 
now voiced only by a few hopeless dream- 
ers, Reds and labor-unionists.

One 
of the articles of the covenant, stipulated 
that the government should grant to Willa 
and his followers a large tract of land in 
Canutillo, State of Durango, for agricultural

That Villa is resolved to abandon warfare 
for industry ig evidenced by his first requi- 
sition for machinery, which the Mexican 
government has just filled at El Paso. 
Among the items on the list are 800 double. 
row cultivators, harness for 1600 mules, fifty 
harvesters, thirty mowing machines, 400 
scythes, 300 picks and an equal number of 
spades, five gasoline engines, along with 
other machinery whose gross cost is mord 
than $50,000. The De la Huerta government 
had sufficient confidence in the conversion 
of the erstwhile bandit to order the entire 
equipment at once. / 

Villa's reformation is probably dictated by 


a mercenary sagacity rather than by morals, 


but the world will not be inclined to ques- 
tion. the motives, provided he makes a suc- 
cess of bis agricultural adventure and con- 
verts his bandit followers into good husband- 
men. Villa has probably concluded that the 
bandit market, due to Bolshevist activities, 
is greatly overstocked and that there is a 
corresponding shortage of productive labor. 
He may have also reasoned that if he de- 
voted one-half the industry to scientific 
farming that he wasted in searching for 
plunder he would reap a richer harvest and 
it would not be necessary for him to put his 
life continually in jeopardy. 

No one has ever questioned Villa's abflity 
and energy. He became a social outcast 
because of his evil application of his traits. 
Among the items of bis requisition was one 
for the material for a modelschool building, 


which indicates that Villa purposes that the 


families of his followers shall be mentally 
equipped to become à part of the new order 
in Mexico. Don Juan, growing weary of lib- 
ertinage and turning monk, has been re- 
garded as a bit of extravagant fiction; but 
Pancho Villa turning reformer makes the 
conversion of Don Juan seem tawdry by 
comparison. 


EMOCRACY IN JAPAN. 

A name new to the western world has 
appeared in Japanese politics. It is that of 
a young Representative in the Diet. He is 
called Ryutaro Nagai and he is spoken of 
in his own country as a coming man. He 
represents the new force which is making 
‘itself heard across the Pacific, namely, the 
people. Japan is getting ready to swing 
from autocracy to democracy and it may 
de that Ryutaro Nagai may become a leader 
in the movement. He has come into promi- 
nence by his attack in the House of Repre- 
sentatives on Premier Hara. His method 
had been borrowed from western politicians. 
Lloyd George achieted his first real renown 


in England by his memorable contest in the 
early nineties with Mr. Gladstone over the 


Clergy Discipline Bill, which wes dear to 
the Grand Old Man's heart. Other men 
who have sought fame in politics started in 
& Similar way. The Japanese representa- 
tive, by his bold speeches, has won such 
recognition that the Associated Press has 
introduced him to American readers. For 
his attack on Premier Hara he was us 
pended for five days. This disciplinary 
measure seems not yniikely to help him in 
his career and also may result in granting 
the members of the Diet more privileges 
than they have at present. Japan can. 
not yet be said to have real consti- 
tutional government. The liberal element 
in the Diet, composed of men who think 
like Ryutaro Nagai that Japanese po- 
litical institutions should develop along 
democratic lines, is gaining strength, how- 
ever, and it may not be long before there 
is an important change in the method of 
government in Japah. 


UNTING JOBS. 

According to advices from large cities 
of the Middle West the employment agen- 
cies, which almost went out of business dur- 
lng and after the war, when any healthy 
man could pick his own job and pay, are 
now flooded with applications for positions. 
There is a notable falling off in the demand 
for labor, both skilled and unskilled. 
Strikes have halted production in many 
lines. People have slowed up on their buy- 
ing—especially of luxuries—and are appre- 
hensively waiting for something to happen.
